Now that the supreme court has huh 
tallied the rights of the Interstate com¬ 
merce commission to prosecute the In¬ 
vestigation begun on the petition of 
Representative llearst nothing can 
save tin* coal trust from swift destruc¬ 
tion except the defiant refusal of the 
attorney general of the f tilted States 
to apply the laws of the V id ted Hiatt's 
to proved extortionists and criminals. 

The decision of the supreme court 
almost took away the hrentti of all 
Washington. Representative William 
It. Uenrst's victory over the eon I trust 
was the only topic of dlscinodou. 
Members of both branches of congress 
left their seats to attend the supremo 
court and listen to the reading of the 
decision by Justice l*ny. Senators, 
representatives and distinguished Ju 
rlsts lingered In the corridors after the 
last words of the decision had been tit 
tm*d to comment upon Ibc successful 
termination of u case brought In be¬ 
half of the mest powerful trusts In 
the country. 

C It was cancelled that the New York 
representative and editor had accom¬ 
plished more to enforce the antitrust 
and Interstate commerce laws than 
the entire staff of the department. 

W ith hut one dissenting opinion - 
Mr. Justice Itrewer the supreme court 
reversed the Fulled States circuit 
court for the southern district of New 
York and ruled that the coal oper¬ 
ators must bring their contracts with 
the railroads before the Interstate com¬ 
merce commission when ordered to do 
so. Recalcitrant witnesses, members 


Following tho big coal atrlkeavf 1002 
W. R. Hearst brought the now famous 
coal trust case before the Interstate 
commerco commission on n complaint 
alleging that tho coal companies ami 
their allied railroads were unjustly 
discriminating agnlnst consumers. Dur¬ 
ing tbs hearings trust witnesses re¬ 
fused to produce their contracts and 
also dedloed to answer questions by 
flarenco J. Sbearu, attorney for the 
complainant. W. R. Hearst. 

Hiding behind the great power of 
their wealth and depending upon offi¬ 
cial friendliness, the magnates nod 
their agents obdurately flaunted the 
authority of the commerce commis¬ 
sion. The commission carried the mat¬ 
ter to the United Stute* district court 
of New York, slid Judge La combe sus¬ 
tained the trust magnates iu their de- 
ulnl to let any light be throwu upon 
tlielr unlawful method*. 

The effect of the Hearst victory can 
not be overestimated, for under the 
opinion of the court the Interstate com 
mores commission con now proceed 
with It* Investigation of the cnul trust 

When during the Investigation of the 
coni carrying roads before the Inter 
state commerce commission the coal 
trust uiugnutes refused to answer que* 
(ions and produce certain books and 
contracts called for by counsel for Mr. 
Hearst. the commission carried the mat 
ter before Judge l.momhc of the I nil 
cd States circuit court of tin* southern 
district of New York, and Judge f.n | 
combe sustained the contention of lln- 
coal trust umgnatcH, holding that the 
(juisiHons askei 1 by counsel for Mr 
Hearst were "Irrelevant" and wen* mil 
permissible under tin- Interstate com 
Bierce act, hut would l«- under tin* 
Sherman antitrust law. and with this 
latter act the commission has no Juris 
diet Ion.
